Every number on the program was well 
rendered, and the pupils showed the results of 
efficient instruction and conscientious and 
painstaking work. The School of Music has 
enjoyed a year of unusual success, and the 
teachers in charge of the various departments 
have proven themselves hi every respect capa¬ 
ble and strong instructors. 

May 26- The Baccalaureate Sermon was 
preached in the Congregational Church on 
Sunday morning by P resident W, F. Blackman, 
who was assisted in the conducting of the ser¬ 
vice by the Rev, A. C. Dill, D. D,, pastor of 
the Congregational Church, and the Rev, W. 
L, Barze, pastor of the Methodist Church, 
Special music was rendered by the choir and 
its director, Prof. Pope, Miss Berta Branch of 
Orlando playing the organ. President Black¬ 
man spoke from the text in Revelation which 
states that a voice spake from Heaven saying 
* 4 Come up hither/ 1 The sermon was a clear 
and forceful presentation of the many voices 
of the world which call unto all people, some 
calling to lower thoughts and lives, and others 
to higher ideals. It was an exhortation to 
those present, especially to the graduates in 


the various departments of the college, to fol¬ 
low through life the voices which say M Come 
up hither” rather than those which allure to 
lower things. As in every year in the past, 
those who leave the walls of the college not to 
return, be they graduates or otherwise leave 
with a final and powerful appeal and inspira¬ 
tion to be and to do their best, no matter what 
their line of work may be. 

Sunday afternoon, at four o'clock, the col¬ 
lege soloists and chorus gave a Vesper Service 
in the Congregational Church, directed by 
Prof. H, S. Pope, Miss Branch acting as or* 
ganist. The church was filled with music 
lovers from all about Winter Park, and the 
music was well selected and admirably ren¬ 
dered.

Mr, Land- 
street brought the program to a close in his 
delightful rendering of Thomas Nelson Page's 
inimitable story, the commingled humor and 
pathos being artistically presented and blend¬ 
ed. This program was entirely creditable to 
the participants, and a tribute to the superior 
instruction given by Miss Reed in the Expres¬ 
sion School. It is a matter of sincere regret 
to all those who have been associated with her 
in any way during the past teu years that she 
is unable to return to Rollins next year. 

At the last meeting of the Glee Club, Ar¬ 
thur F, Landstreet of Miami was re-elected as 
Manager for the ensuing year. This is a de¬ 
served recognition of Mr, Landstreet*s success 
and ability manifested during the past year in 
the management of the Club. Every Rollins 
student and friend feels proud of the wonder¬ 
ful record made by the Club this year, and 
looks forward to the coming season to be even 
better.

In Miss Smith's first number, smooth and 
sustained, the rich tone of the fine concert 
grand swelled and sank so perfectly that it was 
difficult to appreciate the skill involved, or to 
perceive that any other result was possible. 
Her second number, McDowell's great Polo¬ 
naise, full of technical difficulties, yet very 
musical withal, was played with a vigor of at¬ 
tack and skill of execution which was a sur¬ 
prise even to those who had already heard her 
play. During the year’s work in the depart¬ 
ment Miss Smith has proved herself not only 
an accomplished performer, but even more a 
successful teacher, her pupils having made 
great progress in their work. 

Prof. Pope’s three songs were exceptionally 
fitted to his voice, offering opportunities for 
the smooth, dear, powerful and controlled 
tone and the wealth of artistic interpretation 
which has made him a favorite wherever he 
has sung in the state* He fully maintained 
the record already set by him as a lyric tenor 
soloist of more than usual talent and training* 
He will return next year to the head of the 
department of music, and under his direction 
it should become the finest in the state* The 
department has shown an increase in registra¬ 
tion over last year of about roo per cent, and 
Prof. Pope’s ability and untiring energy have 
been in a large measure responsible for this 
result. 
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Miss Allen played, as she always does, won¬ 
derfully. The rich, resonant, penetrating 
tone of her violin, the precision of bowing and 
fingering, the perfect subjection of her instru¬ 
ment in every way to her hand, expressing to 
the uttermost every phase of feeling, made 
her number of unusual appeal to her hearers. 
By natural talent and thorough study in this 
country and for three years abroad, Miss Al¬ 
len has made herself a violinist of the first 
rank, and it is certain that in the future years 
she will gain a name for herself that will be 
an adequate return for the years of study gone 
through* 

Miss Reed, Director of the School of Ex¬ 
pression, closed the program with Aldrich's 
dramatic and moving scene from Russian court 
life. The powerful play ol emotion, the dra¬ 
matic intensity of the climax, every varied 
possibility of the reading, were expressed so 
perfectly that her hearers were carried out 
from themselves, and were almost as it were 
eye-witnesses of the scene. During her years 
at Rollins, Miss Reed has time and again 
proven that she has few equals as a reader and 
impersonator, and her work with individuals 
and with the dramatic classes of the college 
has shown her to be an instructor of consum¬ 
mate skill and ability. Her work is character¬ 
ized by force and restraint, and by an atten¬ 
tion to every slightest detail which makes the 
results perfect. 

At the close of the concert, the audience 
passed across the campus to Carnegie Hall, 
where in the reading room President and Mrs. 
Blackman received the students and friends of 
the college. Music was furnished by the Glee 
Club quartet and the college orchestra, and 
refreshing fruit punch was served by a num¬ 
ber of the college young people.

The musical numbers were rendered with 
great effect, Buck's brilliant “Hark the Trum¬ 
pet M being sung with a special delicacy and 
power by Rollins's famous male quartet, who 
responded to an encore with “ The Night Has 
a Thousand Eyes," the exquisite song com¬ 
posed by our own Prof. Pope. 

The Commencement Address was given by 
Rev.J. W* Stagg, D. D,, pastor of the Presbyter¬ 
ian Church of Orlando. Dr. Stagg is a warm 
friend of Rollins, and has a son enrolled in the 
student-body during the present year. He is 
in an unusual degree familiar and sympathetic 
with college life, having been successively tu¬ 
tor, professor, and president of important col¬ 
leges and universities of the South. Dr. Stagg 
spoke on the “Conquest of Fear,” and his ad¬ 
dress was one of the best ever heard at Rol¬ 
lins ; it was characterized by President Black¬ 
man as being at once the address of a scientist, 
a sage, a prophet, a preacher, and an orator. 

Before introducing Dr. Stagg, Dr. Blackman 
spoke briefly of the twenty-seven years of ac¬ 
complishment at Rollins, of the disastrous tire 
of two years ago which was so serious a handi¬ 
cap, and of the recovery and advancement 
which have marked the year now closing. 
The registration has shown an increase of some 
fifteen per cent, in all departments over the 
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previous year, anti an increase of one limit!red 
per cent, in the School of Music. Dr, Black¬ 
man also read parts of a letter which he recent¬ 
ly sent out to all former students, of which 
the following is an extract: 

The first live years of my administration were 
devoted in large measure to securing an Endow¬ 
ment Fund and paying off accumulated debts, 
thus placing the institution on a permanent and 
solid footing: we now have nearly a quarter 
million dollars in this fund. 

The second live years were devoted to increasing 
our material equipment ; we have added *te*'4ral 
buildings—Carnegie Hall, Knowles HaJlL Chase 
Hall, Sparrell Cottage, the Power Plant, the Art 
Studio, and the Bout House, several or them splen¬ 
did in size and style, and all of them admvrabiy 
a< I a \ ited to 11 1 ei r u ses. We h a v e a I so ace m m 11 a Let I 
a fine library and excellent apparatus for our set- 
eutiiie laboratories, so that we are now, for the 
first time in the history of the institution, pre¬ 
pared to do the best work in every department. 

What is our next task? if I should remain 
here another decade, I should wish the next live 
years to be devoted chiefly lo making the college 
better known, and to enlarging the number of its 
students, and consequently the extent of its useful¬ 
ness ; [should then wish to devote the Iasi five 
years lo increasing our Endowment Fund and 
equipment to such a point that annual deficits 
would not occur, and that still more varied and 
efficient work could be done. 

This is the program which the Board of Trustees 
definitely adopted, at its recent annual meeting. 

I am writing lo ask whether yon will not join in 
putting this program into execution. 

In the matter of students, what ought lo lie our 
ideal and aim ai Rollins? 

I do noi think that we waul to be a 11 big” col¬ 
lege, ever, I have had long and intimate ex* 
lierience of such institutions, and I do not approve 
of them, except for graduate and professional 
studies. Four hundred students, or at the most 
live hundred, are as many as any college can blend 
into one body, and teach and mould most effect¬ 
ively. For the present our endeavor at Rollins 
should be lo secure four hundred pupils, no more ; 
but they should lie capable, ambitious, earnest, 
and of high character. Our aim should be not 
size, but quality- highest standards of scholarship, 
thoroughness of work, fineness of result. When 
this number is reached, we should gradually drop 
the lower classes from our Academy curriculum. 


until in due season all preparatory work should be 
eliminated, leaving only the college iUeif, with 
its four classes, each containing one hundred 
students. 

Shall we work together towards this result?

Before dismissing the audience, Dr. Black¬ 
man spoke appreciatively of the faithful and 
efficient work of the faculty during the year, 
especially of Deans Hodgin and Ferguson, of 
the ill-health of Dr* Thomas R. Baker, for 
twenty years the beloved head of the Depart¬ 
ment of Science at Rollins, now retired on a 
Carnegie pension, and of the lovely character 
and remarkable efficiency as a teacher of Miss 
Julia B, Reed, for ten years Director of the 
School of Expression* 

A meeting of the Alumni Association was 
held at the close of the Commencement exer¬ 
ciser, at which Rev. F* P. Ensminger of West 
Tampa was re-elected President and Miss 
Grace Boone of Orlando as Secretary* It was 
decided to hold a week-end gathering of all 
graduates and former students some time in 
March, 

At one o'clock the Alumni dinner was serv¬ 
ed in the Dining-room, attended by many 
graduates and invited guests, at the close of 
which post-prandial speeches, full of wit and 
wisdom, were made by Rev* Dr* Cramer, pas¬ 
tor of the First Baptist Church of Orlando : 
Miss Julia B* Reed, the retiring teacher of 
Expression ; Mrs. C. H, Abbott of Daytona, 
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the only person who has taught at Rollins un¬ 
der each of its presidents; Dean Hodgin ; 
Hon, W. R, O'Neal, Secretary and Treasurer 
of the college for many years ; Rev, F. P, 
Kusmmger of West Tampa, graduate, profes¬ 
sor, and enthusiastic friend of the college; 
and Dr, O. G, J, Schadt, formerly instructor 
of Modern Languages, who is now doing so 
much for the development of Florida by bring¬ 
ing tourists and home-seekers to it. 

In the evening Miss Julia R. Reed recited 


in the gymnasium, on special request, George 
Ade’s 11 Opera,” after * which the faculty, 
students, former students, and invited guests 
gave themselves up to social festivities. 

Thus ended the twenty-seventh year, and 
began the twenty*eighth, of Rollins College, 
the oldest institution of higher learning in 
Florida, the mother of many good men and 
women, esteemed and beloved by multitudes 
of friends.
